hotel on wheels 
bore four

noon of the fourth of September. 
Be­ 
fore its departure from the Hub City, 
(iovernor Met all, of Ma ssarhusetts, 
handed a letter to the driver of the 
unique motor, ftoiiert E. Magiler, to 
be delivered 
to Governor 
Lester, of 
Washington. 
With its destination Seattle, Wash., 
the cruiser 
will follow the 
Lincoln 
Highway to San Francisco, and thence 
over the Pacific Highway to its goal. 
The 
entire trip will consume 
ninety 
days according to the present p la n s of 
the traveler*' de luxe.

Members of th** farm ers’ advisory 
corps, who ar** just in from tin* fields, 
It*ported that in the 
lowlands there 
were heavy or “black” frosts and that 
in higher place* winds tempered th** 
frost and eaved th** vegetables. 
In southern 
and eastern 
counties 
’ the l»cans ami sweet potatoes, l*oth of 
which were m<»r«* extensively planted 
than ever before, were hard hit and 
some farm ers 
reported total 
losses. 
Tomatoes a1 * appear to have suffer­ 
ed generally, but there are chances for 
saving many 
of them, according to 
what has been reported there. Truck 
patches 
in southern counties 
were 
damaged 
because most of them u n ­ 
located in low King ground. 
In Lancaster county farm ers took 
time by the forelock when front was 
predicted and sent out men to get in 
tobacco and saved a considerable part 
of the crop. 
The same plan was fol­ 
lowed in York, but there will be some 
loss. 
In Tioga, 
(Minton 
and 
other 
northern counties, tobacco which was 
not gathered was ruined. 
Northern county reports show buck­ 
wheat damaged probably 20 per cent 
and lute potatoes, la* a na and tomatoes 
‘ seriously harmed. 
In many sections 
there wen- larger acreages devoted to 
these crops 
than la-fore. 
Corn was 
also damaged, but can la* saved for 
silos. 
Iii some northern counties the 
mercury went down to .30 degrees.

Pathetic and impressive were the 
services held at Gettysburg Wednes­ 
day* afternoon 
over the remains 
of 
Sergeant John A. Lucas who was acci­ 
dentally 
killed while asleep in 
his 
tent Monday evening. 
The body was taken to St. Francis 
Xavier church at five o’clock Wednes­ 
day where a brief service was held by 
Rev. W. 
F. Boyle who spoke in hi' 
address of the 
unexpected summons 
which had taken th** stalw art soldier 
to eternity, of t In* uncertainty of life, 
and the necessity 
for constant pre­ 
paration for death. -“The way is clear­ 
ly pointed out in God’s Holy Word", 
he said “and the signposts are many 
which 
show us th** path which 
we 
should follow.” 
As the casket was taken from the 
church the 
regimental band 
played 
“ N earer My God to Thee.” 
Six mem­ 
bers of the company were pall bear­ 
ers, 
ami following

Then came the hearse 
with its Mag draped coffin and a pathe­
